Mr. Berry, who In a curpet manufacs
Drer and is generally known as w Phila-
delphlan, espoused the canee of free sil-
ver: Mr. Colborn champloned gold as
the standard of value, "The one I8 &
student In economies, who has for years,
in the Prohibition party, been a recog-
niged guthority on the great national
Issues; the uther is the Seranton attor-
ney  whose persaasive and eloguent
tongue  and Knowledge of  politieal
events huve for many years made him
one of the most sought-after platform
spieakers of the stnte, These two well-
Kunown men by thelr logle and eloguencs
have wiven Forest Clty political food
for reflection which will last until well
wlong Into the campalgn, Thelr argu-
ment wias unlque In that It was & pres-
entution of the real Democratic and the
renl Hepublican principles before an
audience  aml  under ausplees  that
waus Prohlbition, and back of all that
was Rev., J. C. Hogan. In that respeot
Mr. Colborn, the guld representuative,
wis at u disadvantuge, The audience
had been previously pledged to sliver,

The debale was the opening feature
of what Is a serles of “Reform® meet-
Ings belng conducted under Mr, Hogan's
mansgenient, They are belng held in
the open alr at the grove and thus far
at the several dully sessions have at-
tracted large audlences, but none so
lurge ag that which heard Mr. Colborn
and Mr. Berry lust night. My and Mrs,
Beverldge, of Nebruskan, two profes-
slonal Prohibition singers who huave
been heard throughout the unlon, de-
vored a half-hour to song at the begin-
ning of the meeting. o

It was arranged that Mr. Berry should
b the tirst speaker.  He occupled threes
quarters of an hour and Mr, Colborn an
hour, Mr, Berry then consamed fifteen
minutes in o futhle effort to answer the
Republican ‘speaker's  pritliant  argn-
ment, The sliwver orator was at the last
gtate election the Prohibition candidate
for state treasurer. It was he who
made the much-guoted stiver speech at
the recent national Prohibitlon conven-
tion at Pittsburg. It was against one
of such avknowledged repute that Mr,
Colborn was asked to appear, though
the Scranton gentleman had supposed
untll late on Thursday that he was to
slinply make g spevch before o Repubs-
Heuwn gathering and that the debitive
feature was not Lo be g part of 1t How-
ever, Mr. Colborn with an unsympa-
thetle audlence befores him, accepted the
situation and delivered what was con-
eeded by all to be a brilllant address,
and dellvered It In sucn a foreeful, fogl-
cil way that its effect will not soon be
lost un the voters of Forest City,

When Mr. Culburn wrose o reapond
o Mr, Herry there was an applause
that was loud and lasting, This recog-
mitlon came chietly from the Repubili-
can minority In the audience, but it was
shared to g certuin extent by the three-
cornered Prohibition- Dvmocratic- Popie-
lintle element who applauded solely out
of respect Lo the speaker’'s character
nod repute.
